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MR. GLADSTONE’S FINANCIAL 
STATEMENT, 

THERE are not many things within the range of political 
exposition comparable with Mr, Gladstone's yearly financial 
statements. His genius is most at ease just where that of 
other men is most cramped—in the domain of statistics. A 
national balance-sheet strikes most people as utterly wanting 
in all the materials of effective oratory. Formerly, lucid 
explanation of its figures was regarded by Chancellors of the 
Exchequer as the utmost it was capable of, and to have made 
its primary meaning clear to everybody's apprehension was the 
highest praise to which they aspired. Mr. Gladstone, on the 
contrary, looks upon this achievement as if it were quite

rudimentary—as the mere grammar of his subject. Nothing 
can be more precise, nothing more translucent, than his 
statement of public accounts, He arranges and expounds 
them with such consummate art that “he who runs may 
read ;” but then they suggest to the Chancellor's imagination 
hosts of collateral and illustrative topics, His penetrative 
insight discerns in the barest columns of figures the most 
precious elements of social and political truth, and out of 
the rough ore with which he has to deal he delights in 
fashioning a countless variety of flashing, beauteous, 
and wondrously significant inferences, each of which casts a 
side light, as it were, upon his main design, He turns a Budget 
into a poem, He makes the most sterile rock contribute some- 





thing to the fascination and meaning of his picture. You go 
to him to be instructed on a matter that promises very little 
interest, and you come away not only instructed but conscious 
of that pleasurable exaltation which the contemplation of beauty 
and perfection in art never fails to awaken. 

The financial statement of the present year will not take 
rank with the very best of Mr. Gladstone's efforts of the same 
kind, It exhibits, indeed, the characteristic features of the 
master’s former productions, but scarcely, perhaps, in an equal 
degree the subtle and finely-proportioned relation of part to 
part, nor that all-pervading radiance of persuasive earnestness 
which imparts such a charm to his logical declamation. Two 
considerations will go far to account for this—the first 
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that the broad facts of his case were themselves so pleasing as 
scarcely to admit of being enhanced by eloquence of statement ; 


the second, that there were no difficulties in prospect to put the | 


orator upon his highest mettle. Nevertheless, it was a display 


of intellectual vigour, of mastery over the multifarious details | 


of his subject, of an interpretative power to extract from them 


their full amount of meaning, and of felicitous exposition, | 


which we should expect from no other man, in or out of office, 
It will not raise the Chancellor's reputation, but neither will it 
lower it. It was such as might well bear upon it the brand of 
Mr, Gladstone’s name without detracting from the admiration 
which that name excites in connection with all questions of 
national finance. 

The opening of the statement was as happily conceived as it 
was thoroughly executed. The present is the last Session of the 
existing Parliament, It seems natural enough, now that the 
thing has been done ; but it would probably have occurred to 


none but Mr. Gladstone to sketch the financial work that has | 


been achieved by it from its opening until now, The result, 


on the whole, is more favourable than might have been anti- | 
cipated, considering that this Parliament has acquired a | 


reputation for extravagance beyond any of its predecessors 
since the period of Reform, 
true expenditure of the country, says Mr, Gladstone, has been 
reduced by the precise amount of £1,514,000. The following 
year, 1860-1, was the year of its highest expenditure, and upon 
that there has been a decrease of £6,547,000. Compared, 
however, with 1858-9, when the extensive operations connected 
with the military and naval departments commenced, and the 
year immediately preceding that in which the present House 


of Commons was elected, our expenditure at the present date | 


shows an increase of £3,442,000; and if we go back to the year 
immediately anterior to the outbreak of the Russian War, we 
shall find the scale of our national outlay to have increased to 
the enormous extent of £12,459,000, The fact is that the 
Parliament now about to expire commenced with a high rate 
of taxation, higher, and afterwards gradually

and a half than its first. “The expenditure of this period,” 
remarks the Chancellor of the Exchequer, “has been a large 
one ; yet,” he adds, “I do not believe that, at any period of our 
history, the expenditure, small or great, has been more entirely 
in consonance with the general views, wishes, and feelings of 
the nation at large.”

Chancellor at the beginning of the year, £3,185,000 ; and the 
increase extends to every material head of revenue—customs, 
excise, income tax, stamps, and post office. The productive- 
ness of taxation has been growing for many years past. Mr, 
Gladstone, by a calculation, the process of which he lucidly 
explained, puts that growth during the twelve years between 
1840 and 1852 inclusive, at £1,030,000 a year; from 1853 to 
1859, at £1,240,000 a year ; from 1859 up to the present period, 
at £1,780,000 a year, But this gradual growth of revenue 
cannot safely be relied on for a single year, because a bad 
harvest or an unlooked-for calamity may at any time reduce 
it, or cause it to disappear altogether. It does, however, prove 
the productive energy of the country to be steadily and pro- 
From March, 1859, to the same month, 
1865, the national debt has been diminished by the sum of 
£17,646,000. The general trade of the United Kingdom 
is also highly encouraging; and, compared with the trade

country.” The several lines of argument by which the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer reached this conclusion cannot be indicated 
within our limited space. Some of them will be thonght 
fanciful; all of them are ingenious, and have an aspect of 
novelty ; none is devoid of suggestiveness ; but, we apprehend, 
Englishmen, whether conducted to it or not by Mr, Gladstone’s 
reasoning, will arrive at the same result by one of those broad 
generalisations which result from the combined use of a large 
experience and a sound common-sense ; and they certainly will 
agree with him in every syllable of the glowing tribute he paid 
to the memory of the late Richard Cobden, “ who bore a larger 
share than any other man in realising this blessing for the 
country.” 

We come now to the Budget proper. The national expen- 
diture for the financial year just opened is set down at 
£66,139,000, The estimated revenue derivable from present 
sources is £70,170,000—showing a probable surplus of income 
over charge of £4,031,000. “What will he do with it?” was 
the query heard from ull sides until Thursday se’nnight. That 
question has received a generally satisfactory answer. Mr. 
Gladstone always distributes a few preliminary favours on these 
occasions, by way of whetting the appetite for his more sub- 
stantial fare. He did so, as usual, last week. He announced a 
reduction of the stamp duty on the letting of small tenements 
for periods of less than a year from 6d, to 1d. ; an alteration of 
the scale on which appraisements are taxed, “so that property 
amounting to £5, instead of paying the minimum tax of 2s, 6d., 
should pay a proportionate duty of 3d., and so on, upwards ; 
a remission to special pleaders and conveyancers similar to that 
allowed to attorneys and solicitors ; a reduction of stamp duties 
on certain ecclesiastical licenses; on charterparties, from 5s, 
to ¢d.; on marine insurances ; and on insurances upon acci- 
dental death, personal injury, and plate glass. These are his 
minor proposals. We will not traverse with him the rather wide 


field of discussion over which he passed previously to his exhi-

bition of the larger boons he had in store for her Majesty’s 
subjects, The country will, no doubt, bow to the decision which 
excludes the malt tax from Mr, Gladstone’s present Budget ; 
and the agriculturists, at least, will read his lengthened 
argument in support of that decision with curiosity and 
interest, if not with conviction. We feel ourselves com- 
pelled to skip that episode—thoroughly Gladstonian as it 
was—for “more attractive metal.” The duty upon tea 
will be reduced to 6d, in the pound, which will entail 
a loss of £1,868,000 upon the present financial year, and a 
further loss of £207,000 next year, The income tax is to be 
lowered by twopence in the pound—that is, from 6d. to 4d— 
thus bringing down its annual yield after the reduction has 
taken full effect to £5,200,000, The fire insurance duty is to be 
put on the footing recommended by a resolution of the House 
of Commons passed on the 21st of March, and made uniform on 
all property insured, at 1s. 6d. ; besides which the one shilling 
duty now charged on policies will be converted into a penny 
stamp anda penny receipt for the payment of the money, a 
loss to the present year’s revenue of £260,000 and of an equal 
sum additional next year. There will thus be a total relief of 
taxation tothe amount of £5,420,000, of which £3,778,000 will 
take effect in the present financial year, leaving a marginal 
surplus in the hands of Government of £253,000, 

Such, in substance, is the right hon, gentleman's financial 
statement for 1865-6. In matter, no less than in manner, it is 
calculated to give great satisfaction. We can confidently echo 
the concluding words of the Chancellor of the Exchequer's 
magnificent speech in reference to his proposals :—‘“‘ I am sure 
and strong in the persuasion, first of all, that they are likely to 
win the approval of this House ; and, secondly, that they will 
likewise obtain the favourable verdict of the nation over the 
interests of which it is our duty to watch.” 





THE DUBLIN INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 
THE preparations for the opening of the Dublin International Exhi- 
bition on Tuesday next are carried on with the utmost activity in 
every part of the Exhibition Palace and of the adjoining precincts. On 
Monday night the Palace was lighted up for the first time, and pre- 
sented a very brilliant appearance when viewed from the outside. 
Inside it looked almost as well; but the noisy operations of the mul- 
titude of workmen rather indispose a mere visitor to make a lengthened 
stay in the interior. Great progress has been made in the unpacking 
and arrangement of the goods, and many of the glass cases which line 
the nave and transept, both on the ground floor and galleries, are now 
being put in order by the persons in charge, The statuary in the 
entrance-hall already makes a noble show, although the display is still 
incomplete, a number of cases being still unpacked. The Illustration 
on the front page of our Paper shows the scene of bustle at the foreign 
and fine arts’ entrance, where pictures and other valuable artistic wares 
are constantly being delivered. An “official” intimation has just 
been received from the Duke of Cambridge to the effect that he is to 
accompany the Prince of Wales. On the night of Monday, the 8th, 
the day on which the Prince is to arrive, there is to be an illumination 
of the public buildings. On the night of Tuesday, the 9th, the day 
of the opening, there will be the Lord Mayor's ball at the Mansion 
House. On Wednesday, the 10th, there is to be a grand military 
review in the park, by his Royal Highness the Commander-in-Chief, 
On the night of Friday, the 12th, the grand ball in connection with 
the Academy of Music will take place at the Exhibition Palace, 
Whether the Prince of Wales will be present at this ball is not yet 
known. Some of the visitors who have already arrived may be seen, 
day after day, walking in the beautiful pleasure-grounds attached to 
the Crystal Palace, or Winter Garden, which has for this year been 


| devoted to the purposes of the exhibition. Of these pleasure-grounds, 


laid out with much taste, from the designs of Mr. N. Niven, of 
Drumcondra, we have already given some account. The cascade 
shown in one of our Llustrations this week is not the least attractive 
feature of the scene. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE, 

The Emperor left Paris for Algeria on Saturday morning, having 
delayed his departure in order to be present the previous evening, 
with the Empress, at the first performance of Meyerbeer’s 
“ L’Africaine.” He is accompanied by Generals Fleury and Castelnau 
and three other officers, his private secretary, and physician. The 
Prince Imperial accompanied him to the railway station, and the 
Empress to Fontainebleau. By letters patent her Majesty is created 
Regent ad interim, with limited powers to govern according to 
directions inscribed in the Book of State, and to preside at the Council 
of Ministers. The Emperor's — at Lyons, which he entered 
without escort, was enthusiastic. In the evenin 
to show himself on the balcony of the Hotel de Ville to a countless 
multitude; he afterwards went to the theatre on foot through the 
crowd, Next morning he visited the Faubourg of the Croix- Rousse in 
the same fashion, passing through a breach of the walls which he had 
ordered to be pulled down. The enthusiasm was immense. At the 
railway station, before leaving for Marseilles, he again met and passed 
a few moments with the Imperial family of Russia on their sorrowful 
journey home. :

This being the last sitting of the Italian Parliament in Turin, the 
following order of the day has been carried:—“The Chamber, in 
taking leave of Turin, declares that city to have deserved well of the 
country, and trusts that the Italian cause, so valiantly sustained by 
her, may very soon obtain its definite triumph.” 

AUSTRIA, 

On the proposal of Dr. Berger, the Lower House of the Vienna 
Reichsrath has unanimously voted an address to the American people 
expressing their sympathy on account of the assassination of President 
Lincoln and their “good wishes for the cause of the United States,” 
The Government has also expressed to the American Minister at 
Vienna and to the United States Government, through the Austrian 
representative at Washington, its deep sympathy, with a hope that 
the unhappy event will not prove detrimental to the re-establishment 
of peace and to friendly relations with foreign Powers, 


PRUSSIA. 

In consequence of the assassination of President Lincoln and the 
attempt on the life of Mr. Seward, Herr von Bismarck has addressed a 
letter of condolence to Mr. Judd, American Minister at Berlin ; and in 
the sitting of the Chamber of Deputies yesterday week Herr Lowe 
proposed, in very earnest terms, an address expressing sympathy with 
America, observing that, from his personal acquaintance with the late 
President, he could certify to the greatness of his character, for which 
he had the deepest admiration. The members rose in token of their 
concurrence in the proposal. 

DENMARK, 

At Copenhagen, on the 25th ult., Earl Cowper, on the part of her 
Britannic Majesty, presented the insignia of the Order of the Garter 
to the King of Denmark, with the customary formalities ; and during 
the ceremony, which lasted an hour, all the Danish Ministers and 
many of the high Court officials were present. In the evening a 
banquet took place at the Amalienburg Palace in honour of the 
Embassy. 

RUSSIA. 

The body of the Jate Czarewitch has been placed on board the 
Russian frigate which is to convey it to Cronstadt. The Czar has 
thanked the Prefect, the Admiral, and the Mayor of Nice for their 
attention. His Majesty left Nice on the 29th ult. 

An Imperial manifesto has been published at St. Petersburg pro- 
claiming the Grand Duke Alexander Alexandrowitch heir to the 
Crown. The Czar has given his benediction to the new Czarewitch. 

The Journal de St, Pétersbourg publishes a semi-official article ex- 
pressing og | with the American people on account of the assas- 
sination of Mr. Lincoln, and hoping that Mr. Johnson will prove 
himself to be a worthy successor of the deceased President. 

The breaking-up of the ice in the Neva has taken plave, and the 
port of Cronstadt is entirely free. 


AMERICA. 

The steamers Edinburgh and Moravian bring news from New York 
to the 22nd ult, 

President Lincoln’s funeral was solemnised with great state at 
Washington on the 19th ult. A procession of civil, military, and 
naval officers, including President Johnson, General Grant, Admiral 
Farragut, Butler, and the foreign Ministers followed the remains, 
Business was entirely suspended throughout the North. The body of 
the President was removed from Washington on the 2ist ult., and ar- 
rived in Baltimore at ten o'clock. From the railway station in the 
latter city an immense civic and mili.ary procession attended its con- 
veyance to the Exchange, where it remained until two o'clock in the 
afternoon, Thence it was conveyed to Harrisburg, reaching there in 
the evening. Next day the body would arrive at Philadelphia, and 
remain there till the 24th ult., whence it would be taken on to New 
York, arriving on the morning of the 24th. The remains would lie 
in state until the hour for the grand procession to move on the follow- 
ing day. Thence the body woul be taken to Albany, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Columbus, Indianapolis, and Chicago, to Springfield, public 
honours being paid to the remains in each place, 

All civil, military, and naval officers have been ordered to wear 
mourning for Mr. Lincoln for six months, 

We now learn how deep and universal were the horror and grief 
throughout the northern states at the assassination of Mr. Lincoln. 
The foreign Ministers have sent a deputation to convey to Mr. 
Lincoln’s family expressions of their sympathy; the British and 
French residents in New York have held a meeting, at which reso- 
lutions expressive of deep sympathy were passed ; and the Confederate 
prisoners at Point Look Out have passed resolutions of abhorrence at 
Mr. Lincoln’s assassination, and expressing sympathy for his family. 
Of the feelings called forth in this and other countries by the atrocious 
deed some mention is made in other parts of this Journal. 

Mr. Seward, by latest accounts, was better, and he sat up fora 
short time on the 18th ult. Some bandages and wires around his 
neck, for the support of his broken jaw, saved him, it is said, from 
t is even premised that the wounds did him a service; 
for, upon the same evening on which the attack was made, the 
Secretary's surgical attendants had decided to lance his cheek, in order 
to relieve it from an extraordinary pressure of blood. Mr, Frederick 
Seward was also improving. He has regained consciousness. 

Booth, it appears, is still at large, but the man supposed to have 
been his accomplice, and who made the dastardly attack on Mr, 
Seward, has been arrested at Washington. His name is Surratt, and 
Mr. Seward’s servants are said to have identified him. It is also said 
that a resident of Baltimore has confessed to complicity in the design, 
and been arrested, but there is really no trustworthy intelligence of 
either of the villains, A large reward has been offered for their dis- 
The assassin of the President left behind him a hat anda 
epur. The hat was picked up in the President's box, and has been 
identified as one belonging to the suspected man Booth ; the spur had 
dropped upon the stage, and that also has been identified as one pro- 
cured at a stable where the same man hired a horse in the evening. A 
letter of Booth, written several months ago, shows that he was plot- 
ting the capture of Mr. Lincoln, but gives no intimation that he con- 
templated assassination. 

iplomatic Corps have visited President Johnson, Baron 
Gerolt, phen See, read an address of condolence, and ex- 
pressed hopes for the early re-establishment of peace and the main- 
tenance of friendly culations with foreign Powers. 

Sir Frederick Bruce has presented his credentials, He expressed deep 
sympathy at Mr. Lincoln’s death, and said that her Majesty had 
nothing more at heart than to cultivate relations of amity and a good 
understanding, so long happily existing between England and 
America, In this spirit he was directed to perform his duties. Mr. 
Johnson ex at her Majesty's friendly sentiments, and 
said that the interests of civilisation and humanity required that 
England and America should be friends. He always accepted it as an 
honourable fact that the Queen was a sincere and honest well-wisher of 
the United States. 

President Johnson has made several speeches in reply to the 
addresses of delegates from different parts of the Union; but he has 
afforded no definite indications of his policy, though he has repeated 
his declaration that treason is the highest crime, and that traitors 
must be ished, 

It is aheged that Mr, Johnson's intoxication on the day of his inau- 
guration as Vice-President was a most exceptional occurrence, the 
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combined result of natural excitement and two glasses of spirits taken 
by medical advice. It is affirmed that Mr. Johnson is not a dram- 
drinker, but habitually a sober man in the strictest sense of the word. 
We gladly take this view of the case. Still, the fact must weigh 
against him that he suffered himself to be “overtaken” (to use the 
mildest euphemism at one’s command) on such an august occasion. 
From the memoir of the new President—given, with a Portrait, in 
another part of this Journal—it will be seen with what energy he 
raised himself, step by step, from his originally obscure condition ; and 
it is to be — for the welfare of his country as well as for his own 
credit, that his good genius will not desert him now that he has 
attained the summit of man’s ambition. President Johnson evidently 
feels the weight of responsibility cast upon him, and has borne 
himeelf with a dignity and prudence which are reassuring. 

Mr. Johnson having vacated the vice-presidency, the office devolves 
upon Mr. Lafayette 8. Foster, of Connecticut. According to the 
laws of the United States, in case of the death of both the Pre- 
sident and Vice-President, the President pro tempore of the Senate 
becomes Chief Magistrate, 

The greatest order continues throughout the Northern States. 

General Anderson formally replaced the United States flag on Fort 
Sumter on Friday, the 14th ult., when the Rev. Ward Beecher and 
others delivered patriotic addresses, 

General Lee has arrived at Richmond, where he was enthusiastically 
received both by the Unionists and Confederates. Lee's farewell order 
says that, after four years of arduous service, marked by unsurpassed 
courage, the army had been compelled to yield to overwhelming 
— and resources, and had surrendered to avoid useless sacrifice 
of life. 

It is reported from Richmond that Mr. Jefferson Davis and his 
Cabinet have reached Augusta and established a Government there, 
preparatory to flight to the Transmississippi Department. 

he surrender of General Johnston, which, under existing circum- 
stances, could not long be delayed, is announced, but not as yet upon 
what appears to be trustworthy authority. Mosby also is said to have 
laid down his arms, and Rosser is stated to have made propositions to 
the same effect. After a series of hard fights the Confederates were 
driven from the outworks of Mobile, and on the 12th ult. it was 
found that they had evacuated the place. This was their last sea- 
port. An expedition from Charleston has destroyed 1000 bales of 
cotton, and all the railway bridges between Columbia and Florence, 
and has brought in 2500 slaves. 5000 more are waiting to come in.

BRITISH NORTH AMERICA. 

_The murder of President Lincoln has called forth in the British pro- 
vinces the utmost indignation and numerous expressions of deep sym- 
pathy with the Northern States at their bereavement. The Governor 
of Nova Scotia, in consequence of the assassination, postponed his 
intended visit, and recommended the adjournment of the Legislature 
as a mark of sympathy. The day of the solemnisation of President 
Lincoln’s funeral in Washington (the 19th ult.) was observed in the 
principal cities of the provinces by a partial suspension of business and 
the closing of the public buildings.

Among the votes to be proposed in the House of Commons 
by the Government this Session is one of £10,000 as a contribution towards 
the funds for the establishment of a fire brigade in London. 


The Lord President of the Council has fixed Saturday (to- 
day), at twelve o'clock, for holding a conference with those who are interested 
in establishing metropolitan district museums. The meeting will take place 
in the lecture theatre of the South Kensington Museum. 


The first step in bringing about a considerable addition to 
the dock accommodation of London was taken on Monday, when the first turf 
of the Dagenham Docks was turned in the presence of a large company. The 
company under whose auspices the docks are to be made intend to utilise the 
lake on the Essex side of the river, just below the northern outfall sewer. 


Colonel Waugh has hardly been delivered from the meshes 
of his great bankruptcy before he is involved in another—of much less 
amount, however, than the first. He has been arrested for debts amounting 
to about £2400, chiefly incurred while undergoing his late incarceration and 
preparing his statements.

The West London Industrial Exhibition—held in the Floral 
Hall, adjoining the Royal Italian Opera—was opened, on Monday, by the 
Right Hon, W. Cowper, M.P., the Chief Commissioner of Works. A large 
number of persons was present, and the hall was handsomely decorated with 
wreaths and banners, while a musical performance was given by a voluntecr 
choir and orchestra. A special prayer was offered by the Archbishop of York ; 
and the Old Hundredth Psalm, Hallelujah Chorus, and the National Anthem 
were sung. Space has been granted for 1087 exhibitors; and the collection 
ranges in aim and design from oi] painting and statuary down to an ingenious 
arrangement of a vast number of postage-stamps. 


The births of 2205 children—1140 boys and 1065 girls—were 
registered in London last week. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 
1855-64 the average number (corrected for increase of population) was 2013. 
The deaths in London in the same period were 1344. The average number 
for the seventeenth week in ten years (corrected) is 1332. From zymotic 
diseases in the aggregate the deaths were 270; 79 children died from 
whooping-cough ; 55 deaths occurred from typhus, 9 from smallpox, 2! from 
scarlatina, 4 from diphtheria, and 11 from measies. 239 deaths occurred from 
diseases of the respiratory organs (exclusive of plthisis) ; in the previous 
week the number was 338 119 persons died from bronchitis, 86 from 
pneumonia, 181 from phthisis, 161 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, and 50 from diseases of the heart.——In the week that ended on 
Saturday last the births in London and nine other large towns of the United 
Kingdom were 4162; the deaths, 2687, The rate of mortality last week was 
23 per 1000 in London, 28 in Edinburgh, and 28 in Dublin; 3@ in Liverpool, 
27 in Manchester, 22 in Salford, 22 in Birmingham, 29 in Leeds, 21 in Bristol, 
and 31 in Glasgow. 


The annual meeting of the Zoological Society of London was 
held at their house, 11, Hanover-square, last Saturday—Sir George Clerk in 
the chair. the report, read by Dr. Sclater, F.R.S,, the secretary, it 
appeared that the number of fellows, elect fellows, and annual subscribers 
was 1955, showing an increase of 200 since last year. There was also a con- 
siderable increase in the income of the socicty, its total revenue for 1964 being 
£21,713, which exceeds that of 1863 by £1429; the average of the three ordi- 
nary years preceding the Exhibition year, 1862, was about £16,000, The 
number of visitors, or rather of entrances, to the society's gardens in the last 
year was 507,169. After paying the year’s expenditure there was a balance 
of £°871 in favour of the society. © council further reported the com- 
pletion and opening of the new monkey-house, aviary, and other structures 
in their gardens in the Regent's Park, as well as the successful mission of 
Mr. James Thompeon, the head keeper, to fetch some valuable animals from 
India, including two rhinoceroses, with several species of hornbills, and other 
rare birds, The list of animals exhibited for the first time during the last 
year comprised eight mammals, twenty-three birds, two tiles, and two 
fishes. Several of these have appeared among the Ilin: ions in our own 
Journal, In conclusion, the council remarked that, from the experience of 
the past two years and the prosperous commencement of the present, the 
yearly income of the society might be reckoned, under ordinary circumstances, 
likely to reach the amount of £20,000, Allowing £17,000 for the ordinary 
expenses of the present large establishment, « .urplus of £30090 remained, 
which might be devoted to extraordinary works, without intrenching on the 
society's reserve fund, The report having been adopted, the following gentle- 
men were elected the new members of council for the year :—Viscount 
Bury, M.P.; Mr. Charles Buxton, M.P.; Mr. J, Travers Smith, Mr. R. H. 8.

The chairman passed a high eulogium upon the character of the 
late president, the Rev. W. Thornton, who died about two months since. He 
spoke of the zeal, activity, and devotion of the late president on behalf of the 
Wesleyan Missionary Society, the object of which was to sweep every form of 
idolatry, cruelty, and superstition from the face of the earth. The society 
was prosecuting its work with success in Western India, in Ceylon, in West, 
Central, and Southern Africa, in the Friendly Islands, and last, though not least, 
in Fejee. They were, moreover, hopeful of gathering in a glorious harvest 
from Italy and China, He expressed his regret that the income of the past 
year had been less than the expenditure. The report stated that the total 
amount of receipts for the year had been £141,899, the expenditure being 
£145,000, There are at present in connection with the society 4659 chapels and 
other places of worship ; 958 missionaries ; 1408 paid agents; 17,779 unpaid 


agents; 141,735 accredited members; 13,873 unaccredited students on trial; | 
and 140,584 scholars and pupils. The report entered at great length into the | 


operations of the society in its various fields of labour, and congratulated 
the society upon the success which had attended those efforts. 


The anniversary meeting of the Church Missionary Society was held, on 
Tuesday, at Exeter Hall. Lord Chichester occupied the chair, and was sup- 
ported by the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishops of London, Ripoa, 
Huron, Rupert’s Land, and Grahamstown, and a large number of clergymen 
and gentlemen. ‘The noble chairman, in introducing the business of the 
meeting, gracefully alluded to the assassination of President Lincoln, whom 
he described as one of the purest-minded, most honest, and ablest of American 
citizens, and whose untimely end he was sure everybody most deeply deplored. 
He spoke in high terms of praise of the labours of the great people of the 
United States in the wide field of missionary enterprise. He complained of 
the want of funds felt by the society, and the consequent curtailment of its 
operations, and said that if large funds were not forthcoming the society 
would not be able to hold itsown. He concluded with an eloquent appeal to 


the public for increased support. The Rev. H. Venn then read the report, | 


which was of a very encouraging character. ‘The ordinary income for the 
past year had been £144,464, chiefly owing to legacies. The expenditure 
exceeded the regular income by £3900; but contributions from the India and 
China fund enabled them to cover that. The amounts for the year were 
unusually large, and therefore they carried £6000 to the capital fund, because 
the increase of funds this year was exceptional. The grand total of funds 
received from all sources amounted to £164,464. The Archbishop of 
Canterbury moved and Canon M‘Neile, of Liverpool, seconded the report, 
which was unanimously adopted. Numerous other speeches were delivered.

Anderson, Lord Stratford de Redcliffe, the Bishop of Huron, Bishop Jones (of 
the United States), Lord Charles Russell, the Hon, Arthur Kinnaird, M.P. ; 
Mr. George Moore, the Rev. T. Binney, and other gentlemen. The Bible 
Society, founded in London in 1804, soon became the parent of many others. 
At the present time the societies in connection with it are—In Great Britain, 
$894; in the colonies and other dependencies, 1154; Ireland has 495; and 
there are abont 4000 foreign branches: making a total of about 9543. When 
the society was established the translations of the Bible, in whole or in part, 
might have been about 50: there are now 169 languages or dialects in which 
the society has promoted the distribution, printing, or translation of the 
Scriptures—directly, in 125 languages or dialects; indirectly, in 44: making 
a total of 169. The number of versions (omitting those which are printed in 
different characters only) is 209. Of these, 157 are versions prepared since the 
year 184. The circulation of the Scriptures shows also a great increase, 
During the past four years the number was 81,157 copies—last year alone, at 
home and abroad, 2,450,127 (including 539,041 portions) : total from the com- 
mencement, 47,989,579, Other Bible societies, aided in former years by grants 
from the funds of the British and Foreign Bible Society, have been instru- 
mental in distributing nearly 35,000,000 more; so that the circulati 
means of these combined societies, amounts to nearly 83,000,000 copies of 
the Holy Scriptures, in whole or in part. By the translation, printing, and 
circulation of the Bible within the present century, the records of inspired 
truth have been rendered acceptable to about 600,000,000 of the human family. 
The receipts of the past year amounted to £187,454; the expenditare to 
£169,742. Many effective speeches were delivered. 

The annual meeting of the London City Mission was held on Thursday, 
when the secretary read a report giving the following summary of the receipts, 
the number of missionaries, their work, and its results during the past year :— 
Missionafies, 394; hours spent in domiciliary visitation, 548,707 ; visite paid, 
2,048,581, of which to the sick and dying, 246,467; scriptures distributed, 
6024; religious tracts distributed, 3,385,938 ; books lent, 48,665 ; indoor meet- 
ings and Bible classes held, 46,738; age attendance at ditto, 30; gross 
attendance at dicto, 1,393,893 ; outdoor services held, 4025; average attend- 
ance at ditto, 92; gross attendance at ditto, 370,933 ; readings of scripture in 
visitation, 682,254 ; communicante, 1313 ; backsliders restored to Church com- 
munion, 220; families induced to commence family prayer, 595; drunkards 
reclaimed, 1140; unmarried couples induced to marry, 274; fallen females 
admitted to asylums, restored to their homes, or otherwise rescued, 420; shops 
closed on the Lord's Day, 187; children sent to schools, 9354. The receipts 
bad been :—General funds, £40,041; disabled missionaries’ fund, £731. 


The anniversary festival of the Friend of the Clergy Institution took place, 
on Tuesday, at Willis’s Rooms, under the presidency of Sir Hugh Cairns, M.P. 
The majority of the guests were cl men, and the total number of gentle- 
men who sat down exceeded one hundred. This society has been in existence 
thirteen yéars ; during that time it has entered upon the books of the Insti- 
tution 135 lady pensioners, and laid out in pensions about £29,000. It has 
also granted to clergymen in temporary distress nearly £9000, making a tota. 
of £28,000 expended by the society since the period of its formation. A sub- 
scription-list was read, amounting to £500, including a donation of thirty 
guineas from the chairman; and it was at the same time stated that the 
income of the society during the past year was £5000, 

The annual examination of the students and general meeting of the friends 
and supporters of the Home and Colonial School Society was held, on Monday, 
at the schoolhouse in the Gray’s-inn-road, under the presidency of the Rev. 
J. M. Andrews, in the abeence of the Earl of Chichester. The report of the 
committee spoke in congratulatory terms of the working of the society, draw- 
ing especial attention to the operations in the training department, and the 
report of the Rev. Mr. Cook, her Majesty's inspector for female schools, upon 
that branch. In the first year there were forty-nine students for girls, and 
mixed schools of the first year, and sixty-three of the second year, against 
seventy-one and forty-nine respectively in the year 1863, There were twenty- 
six students trained to manage infant schools, against fifteen in the previous 
year. The society had trained sixty-three teachers for two years, 
under the Government minutes of August and December, 1846, and seventy- 
five teachers for tweive months. There were twenty teachers not under the 
Government minutes; seven engaged for schools, and sent to be trained ; five 
recommended as assistants, two recommended to foreign stations, and sixteen 
governesses for families and private schools: total, 188, The committee 
reported satisfactorily of the working of the schoels. The financial statement 
showed, under the head of Government account, receipts, £5559; and the 
expenditure, £5529. The receipts of the non-Government branch had been 
£2432, and the expenditure, £2429. The report was adopted, and the meeting 
addressed by the Rev. W. M‘Call, Rey.

THE CHINESE EXHIBITION AT THE CRYSTAL 
PALACE, 
AN interesting collection of porcelain, jewels, furs and silks, and other 
precious things, brought from the Emperor of China’s Summer Palace, 
near Pekin, by Captain De Negroni, an officer of the French army, 








| when the palace was plundered and burnt in September, 1860, is now 


on view at the Crystal Palace, A few of the most remarkable speci- 


| mens of art in this collection are represented in our Engraving. In 


the foreground are two =e and ingenious timepieces, of 
or Italian workmanship, which were sent to the Chinese Court at some 
period in the last century as gifts from one of the European 


| Sovereigns of that time. The stands of these timepieces are furnished 


with machinery by which the small figures of birds displayed in their 
upper compartments are made to move and to chirp or sing. In one 
case, as our readers will see, there are two of these little birds in a 
cage of golden filigree, which is ornamented with-fine pearls and 
enamels, The mechanism beneath is extremely complicated, and 
produces a great variety of movemenis in the wings, tails, beaks, and 
eyes of the little birds, with tones very like a bird’s natural 
notes. The other timepiece, or rather clock-siand, is so placed 
that the bird which it contains does not appear in our Ilus- 
tration; the compartment which holds the bird, perched on a 
golden spray or twig, is open only behind, while the front of the 
clock-stand, which has the general form of a flagon or large vase 
closed with a stopper, displays the clock dial and the escapement 
above it, set with diamonds, rubies, sapphires, emeralds, and turquoises. 
The stopper serves for a key to wind up the mechanism. On the 
other side of the birdcage clock, in the front row of the articles shown 
in our Engraving, is a very curious specimen of Chinese art—a |} 
sardonyx, carved into the shape of a grotto, with two monkeys in 
it. The different colours of this stone have been aki r | 
managed, as in a cameo, so that the grotto itself is left entirel > 
whilst one monkey is{white, and the other is yellow. Immediately 
behind this fantastic object is a magnificent cabinet of red Pekia 
lacquer, which had been nearly four centuries in the possession of the 
Emperors of China, Its top is covered with figures of dragons sur- 
rounded with a border of peculiar ornamentation, which consisis of the 
signet of the Ming dynasty. On the sides are various domestic scenes 
and landscapes of inlaid jade-stone ; the handles and clasps, also, are 
of the richest and finest workmanship. Still further back, raised upon 
a table or bracket just above the clocks in the centre of our Engraving, 
is seen a beautiful work of ivory-carving in the form of a ship or 
junk, with several men wielding their oars at the side and at the stern 
of the fairy vessel, which is surmounted by a dainty pavilion reared 
high above the deck. The ends of the hull of this junk are shaped 
like the head of a bird, These, indeed, are hidden in the present

, THE NEW ARCADIAN EXTRAVAGANZA AT THE 
ADELPHI THEATRE. 

In our Impression of the 15th ult. we gave some account of the “new 
and original Arcadian pastoral extra’ mza,” written by Mr. Henry 
Byron, and entitled “Pan; or, The Loves of Echo and Narcissus, 
which has had great success at the Adelphi Theatre during the last 
three weeks.

FISH-BREEDING ON THE RIVER THAMES, 
Tae Thames Angling Preservation Society is an association which has 
been in existence these twenty-seven years past, but has been suddenly 
called into increased activity and a new phase of usefulness by the 
practice of fish-culture introduced into this country by Mr. Frank 
Buckland and Mr. Stephen Ponder. A very a ble and instructive 
excursion was made up the river, on Saturday, the 22nd ult., under 
the direction of Mr. W. H. Whitbread and other prominent members 
of the society, the object being twofold—the inspection of progress in 
the hatching of fish and the viewing of improved arrangements for 
their preservation, The method of propagation is an improvement on 
the French system, no glass bars being used for supporting the ova, 
but simply well-boiled gravel placed in slate xes, through 
which runs the continuous stream of water indispensable to 
the operation, The parent fish are caught in distant waters, and the

eggs taken from them are carefully and scientifically manipulated. In 
a period of time varying, according to temperature, from sixty to one 
hundred days, the young fish are hatched. They subsist for about 
six weeks on the egg, which remains umbilically attached to their 
wriggling, active little forms; and when they are ready to seek 
their food in the open waters they are turned thither to seek 
it. At this very time, “skeggers,” or young salmon fry, which 
have been draughted into the river in former seasons, may be 
seen in the shallows; and they are not unfrequently caught 
by anglers and returned to the water. The party on 
Saturday, having taken luncheon at one of those quaint old inns to 
which Thames anglers resort, repaired to the grounds of Mr. Stephen 
Ponder, at Hampton, where they saw in one of his conservatories the 
whole process of hatching in a small compass. They then took boat, 
and were towed up to Sunbury, where is a lock, by the side of which 
is a pond, artificially contrived to vary in depth, and filtering back 
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FISH-LADDER AT HAMPTON, 


into the river at the lower level. We give an Illustration of this con- 
trivance. About 4000 young and healthy fish, all with the egg-bags 
attached, were turned from a large tin pail into the pond. Here they 
will receive a twelvemonth’s education, at the end of which they will 
be sent out to seek their fortunes in the stream, The next visit of the 
excursionists was to Pecker’s Ait, where the old river course has left a 
pond, in which, instead of salmon and trout, jack and perch are bred 
for the behoot of the more humble bottom-fishers. The company then 
went to Moulsey weir, where the salmon-ladders are placed. These 
salmon-ladders enable fish to surmount a height of fall which, 
judging roughly by the eye, we should call 10ft. The salmon- 
ladder, as shown in our second Illustration, is like a series of 
troughs arranged stepwise, and with alternate changes in the 
position of the side openings near the ends, so that the water flows 
gently down them in a zigzag stream, against which the fish very 
easily make their way.

A LARGE and bold speech, even when it is a party speech, 
deserves to be recorded in the annals of a civilised nation, for 
in a state of high civilisation words are things, But when 
such an oration is delivered by an independent man, who takes 
his stand upon the rock of principle and not upon the platform 
of party, it becomes the property of a nation, and must be 
registered, of right, among the nation’s possessions, Such a 
speech was the exhaustive, energetic, luminous address of Mr. 
Robert Lowe, on Wednesday last, in the debate on Mr. Baines's 
bill for the extension of the suffrage in borougha. 

Mr. Lowe bappens to have special claim to be listened to on 
such a subject. He is a Liberal of advanced views, for which, 
as he said, he has suffered. 





He can have no reason for wishing 
to serve the Conservative party, which hunted him from office, 
and, on the most frivolous pretext, deprived the country of the 
services of one of our ablest public men. He sits asa Reformer, 

3ut he has had the 
courage to stand up and oppose a measure which is called 
liberal, but which he calls democratie, and he has delivered 
against that measure a series of arguments and warnings 
which will be the text-book for future speakers on the subject. 
The cffect on the House was marked, for the supporters of Mr. 
Baines’s bill were afraid to let Mr. Lowe be followed by any

introduced, in a masterly and crushing manner, an illustra- 
tion of the mode in which a large extension of the 
suffrage would work. He referred to a petition, signed 
by three millions of the working classes, and presented to 
the House of Commons by the late Mr. Duncombe, in which the 
petitioners declared that the National Debt had been incurred 
by the enemies of liberty in order to put down liberty, and 
they protested against taxation to pay the interest of the debt. 
Those who think that the masses have acquired more honest 
and enlightened views since the date of that petition have 
an awkward fact before them in the declared aim of the 
extreme party, which desires to abolish all excise and 
customs, and thereby to throw the entire burden of the 
country upon property. To be sure, if the National Debt were 
wiped out, the burden of the country, as far as regards the 
past, would not be large; and as everybody, including those 
who now live on the wages which nobody would then be able to 
pay, would be utterly ruined, we might start afresh. But in 
this case we may be quite sure that the many would take care 


should 


in nature itself, 





that the few should be chargeable for the future. But the fact 
that millions believe, and are prepared to act upon the belief, 
that one generation is not bound by the acts of its predecessor, 
and are ready to repudiate a debt which was incurred in support 
of principles not their own, is surely answer enough to all 
theories, ideals, and sentimentalities. Honest men pay their 
debts ; and we cannot trust our affairs to men whose honesty 
does not dictate that duty. 

Then, taking his antagonists in detail, Mr. Lowe showed that 
the working classes had opposed the middle classes in all the 
efforts of the latter in favour of the measures which have pro- 
duced our commercial prosperity. Protection, for instance, is 
the vulgar resource of the violent and ill-informed; and we 
should have little free trade if, at a moment of temporary dis- 
tress, it rested with men out of work to say whether foreiga 
productions should be admitted. Had Coventry the manhood 
suffrage at this moment, would a French ribbon enter England 
if Coventry could prevent it? But it is needless for us to ex- 
patiate upon Mr. Lowe’s text. Will you, he asked, take power 
from property and intelligence, and give it to those who live 
on weekly wages? The middle class will have to answer this 
question at the hustings. 

Mr. Lowe also contended that the masses are not in earnest 
on the question, and that they are being used as tools by a 
party which is impatient of exclusion from power. Mr, Lowe's 
general opinions being those of that party he is entitled to be 
listened to with respect and gratitude when, rising superior te 
party and to care about his own political chances, he supplies 
the most convincing answer that has yet been given to the 
advocates of a considerable extension of the suffrage.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 

Probate of the will of the Right Hon. William Thomas 
Horver Fox Strangways, Earl of [ichester, of Melbury House, and Abbotsbury 
Castile, Dorset, and of Redlynch, Somerset, was granted to his relative Lord 
Digby, and Henry Frampton, Esq., the executors. The personalty was sworn 
under £60,000. His Lordship was the second son of the second Karl, and suc- 
ceeded his brother as fourth Earl in 1858, and died, on the 10th of January 
last, at the age of seventy, His will bears date 1860, and a codicil 1963. His 
Lordship contirms the settlement made on his marriage, in 1857, with his wife 
Sophia, daughter of Sir R. Sheffield, Bart., and also the subsequent provisions 
in her favour, leaves her his carriages, horses, wine, and the plate not marked 
with the coronet, and all jewels not being heirlooms, and an immediate 
legacy of £2000, The plate bearing the family arms, all pictures, marbles, 
bronzes, or other articles of virth, books, drawings, medals, coins (ancient or 
modern, not being current coins of the realm), old charters, MSS , collections 
of science, antiquities, art, or curiosities, as well thoge bequeathed to him 
by his brother the late Earl (Henry Stephen) as those acquired by him, to be 
held by the person in the possession and enjoyment of the manor and 
estates ; and he bequeaths the residue of his personal property to his nephew 
and successor, Henry Edward Fox Strangways, now in his minority, born 
1847, son of his brother, the late Hon. John George Charles Fox Strangways. 
There are numerous legacies and annuities to his nephews, nieces, and other 
relatives and friends, also to servants, to be paid free of duty ; and bequests to 
the following institutions and objects—viz., the County Hospital, Dorchester, 
£100; Dorset Eye Infirmary, at Weymouth, £100; Dorset County Museum, 
£50; to the officiating clergy of the parishes of Melbury-Sampford and 
Osmond, Melbury-Bubb, Abbottebury, Evershot, and Redlynch, £100 each, 
subject to the payment of £20 to the poor of each parish at their discretion ; 
to Vicar of Somerton, £50 for the use of the fabric of the parish church ; 
to the Literary Association of the Friends of Poland in London, £100; to the 
Chancellor, Master, and scholars of the University of Oxford, £1000, for 
founding end cetablishing an exhibition, lectureship, or scholarship, or 
periodical prize for the encouragement of the study of Polish and other 
Sclavonic languages, literature, and history, with a view of promoting the 
knowkdge of European politics in general, and, more especially, of benefiting 
the diplomatic service of this country. His Lordship, among other appoint- 
ments, was attached to the Embasay of St. Petersburg in 1816. 


The will of Major-General Richard Say Armstrong, Royal 
Artillery, lately residing in the city of Bath, but who died at Lucerne, in 
Switzerland, on the 18th of January last, was proved in London on the 6th of 
April. The personalty was sworn under £20,000, The will, with a 
codicil, bears date August, 1863, and appoints as his executors and 
trustees his wife, Mrs. Mary Ffolliott Armstrong; his sister, Mra. Harrict 
Maude ; and his nephew, Richard Armstrong Maude, Esq. To his wife he 
leaves his carriages, horses, furniture, &c., all money at his agents’ and 
bankers’, an immediate legacy of £2000, and an annuity of £600. Any sur- 
plus or residue arising from his estate he leaves to his said sister for her life, 
together with the reversion of the annuity of £600, The whole of the pro- 
perty will ultimately devolve upon the children of his said sister. To his 
exccutors he leaves £100 each, and to his said nephew a further bequest of 
£500 by the codicil.

MUSIC, 


Verdi's beautiful opera “ Rigoletto” was performed at the 
Royal Italian Opera on Thursday week, for the first time this season. 
Those who were aware that the incomparable Ronooni—the only actor 
on the musical stage capable of doing justic> to the intensely tragical 
character of the outraged and vindictive buffoon—had arrived in town 
and was at his post were surprised to find that the part had been put 
into other hands. It was performed by Graziani, who sustained it 
well as far as singing went, but in this case singing is a secondary 
consideration ; and, though his fine baritone voice carried him through 
with tolerable success, yet he could not be compared to Ronconi for a 
moment. We hope, however, before the season is over, to see “ the 
right man in the right place.” The part of Gilda was well acted and 
sung by Mdlle. Berini, who had previously made a successful début in 
the character of Margaret in “ Faust.” ario, as the Duke, the gay, 
graceful, heartless voluptuary, was as unrivalled as ever, and his voice 
had all the delicious freshness of his early days. The small but im- 
ortant part of Maddalena was agreeably performed by Malle. 
Tease, and Tagliafico played the of the ruffian Sparfucile with 
his usual intelligence and effect. The captivating Adelina Patti has 
arrived in town, and was to have appeared in the course of this week, 
but has been prevented by indisposition. 

Her Majesty’s Theatre opened for the season on Saturday 
last, when there was a large and fashionable audience, The interior 
of the house has been embellished and improved ; the stage has been 
enlarged ; the footlights no longer impede the view of the occupants 
of the stalls; and the boxes are rendered more lofty and spacious. The 
opera was “La Sonnambula;” the two principal parts being per- 
formed by débutants in this country—Amina by Miss Laura Harris, 
from the Opera of New York; and Elvino, by Signor Emanuele 
Carrion, a singer of Continental reputation. Miss Harris is young and 
inexperienced, and her voice seems deficient in strength and volume ; 
but she has fine qualities, both as an actress and a singer, and her 
début was decidedly successful. Signor Carrion is an accomplished 
singer, in the pure italian style. He is past his prime, and his voice 
is no longer what it has been ; but he is, nevertheless, an excellent 
artist. Santley performed the small but pleasant part of Count 
Rodolfo as agreeably as ever. When he presented himself he was 
greeted with acclamations from all parts of the house. Signor Arditi, 
the admirable conductor of the orchestra, was also welcomed with 
great applause, At the end of the opera “ God Save the Queen” was 
sung (as usual on the opening night) by all the vocal strength of the 
company. 

The Crystal Palace Concert on Saturday last derived extra- 
ordinary interest from a splendid performance of Beethoven's great 
Choral Symphony, which attracted a vast crowd of visitors, and was 
received with enthusiastic o>. Its enormous difficulties tried 

anns’s magnificent orchestra, but they 
came triumphantly out of the ordeal, 

The third concert of the Philharmonic Society took place, at 
the Hanover-square Rooms, on Monday last. The programme in- 
cluded Beethoven's Sinfonia Pastorale ; Mozart's pianoforte concerto 
in D minor, played by M. Charles Hallé; Sterndale Bennett's sym- 
phony, composed for the society and first performed last season ; and 
Mendelssohn's overture to “Ruy Blas.” All these pieces, especially 
Dr. Bennett's masterly work, were most warmly applauded. The vocal! 
performers were Mdlle, Edenska, a young Russian lady who has now 
visited England for the first time, and whose charming contralto voice 
and finished execution made a great impression; and Mdlle. Sinico, 
well known as a distinguished member of the company of Her Majesty's 
Theatre. 


The lamented Meyerbeer's long-expected, and, alas! posthu- 
mous work, “L’Africaine,” was at length produced at the Grand Opéra 
on Friday, the 28th ult. The excitement caused by this event was 
beyond precedent. Enthusiastic amateurs flocked to Paris from all 
parts of Europe in order to be present, and for days before the per- 
formance fabulous prices were offered for admission, but in vain. 
The Emperor and Empress, with many of the most distinguished 
— in Paris, occupied the boxes ; and the representation, though it 
asted from half-past seven till two in the morning, was received with 
unflagging enthusiasm. This, by-the-way, may do very well in Paris, 
but will never do in London; and, to obtain success at Covent 
Garden, the pruning-knife must be unsparingly used. The prevalent 
opinion seems to be that this opera is in some respects the grandest 
and most beautiful of Meyerbeer’s works, but that the effect of the music 
is injured by the heaviness and uninteresting character of the drama. 


The young and talented pianist, Mr. Marshall Hall Bell, gave 
a morning concert at the Hanover-square Rooms, on Friday last week. 
Mr. Hall is an é/éve of the Royal Academy of Music, and a pupil of 
Mr. W. H. Holmes for the piano and of Mr, G. A. Macfarren for com- 
position. On this occasion he showed his talents in both branches of 
his art. He played the piano part in Schumann's fine quintet in E fiat, 
a fantasia of Liszt, Mendelssohn's solo in F sharp minor, fugues of Bach 
and Hande!, and a graceful song of his own composition, “ Heigho! 
heigho !” was sung by Miss Robertine Henderson. He also accom- 
panied several of the vocal pieces with great ability. He was assisted 
by Miss Henderson, Mr. Alfred Gilbert, Mr. Wallace Wells, and 
several other vocal and instrumental performers, The concert 
altogether was very interesting. 

Mr. Harold Thomas's overture to “As You Like K,” which 
was produced last season by the Musical Society of London, was 
afterwards performed by Mr. Benedict at his Shakspearean concert at 
St. James’s Hall, and was also included in the music of the Stratford 
Tercentenary Festival, has been —, given in Manchester, at one 
of Mr. C. Hallé’s concerts, and again at Liverpool by the Philharmonic 
Society of that town. 

The Amateur Musical Society of Islington gave their first 
vocal and instrumental concert of this season, at Myddelton Hall, on 
Wednesday, the 12th of April. The hall was well filled, and 
the entertainment was elegant and agreeable. The overture to 
* Masaniello ;” the “Guards’ Waltz,” by Godfrey; Mendelssohn's 
March in “ Athalie,” and other orchestral compositions, were per- 
formed by the band with precision and power. The Scottish ballad 
“ Wha 'll be King but Charlie,” was sung by Miss Jenny Herbert with 
great sweetness and expression. On being enthusiastically encored, 
she gave “ Thou art come, sweet spring ;" and, later in the evening, 
“Tell me, my heart.” A variety of vocal pieces were sung by Mr. 
and Miss Wilson, Messrs. Bouquet, Turner, Bryant, and others.

THE THEATRES. 





A new comedietta has been produced at the New Royalty 
Theatre, written by Mr. J. P. Wooler, and entitied “ The Squire of 
Ringwood Chase.” Mr. Wooler’s dramas are generally exceedingly 
simple in plot and structure, and seldom very novel in situation ; yet, 
by the force of dialogue and a certain neatness in treatment, prove 
more or less successful. Frank Ringwood, the squire (Mr. J.G.Shore), 
is one of those shy and timid lovers who fear to “ propose” to their 
selected mistresses, and therefore some friendly aid is interposed to 
compel a solution of the difficulty. Lord and Lady Miniver (Mr. C. 
Western and Miss Kelly) are, with the bride elect, Miss Florence 
Hartley (Miss Fanny Clifford), guests at his mansion. The two former 
contrive to lock the lovers in a room , and a conversation thus 
becomes inevitable. Frank, aided by a glass or two of i 
warms in the subject, until at last he makes a regular declaration 
love. It is accepted. Frank and Florence then turn the tables on 
Lord ahd Lady Miniver, locking them in the same chamber, Frank 
pretending a passion for Lady Miniver, and also that the Madeira i 













































































poisoned. When they have been sufficiently plagued, a general recon- 
ciliation takes place. There is more fun and humour in the piece than 
the reader would suspect from the simplicity of the story. 


A new play, in five acts, was produced at Drury Lane on 
Wedneeday. ti is from the pen of Mr. Edmund Falconer, and entitled 
“Love's Ordeal.” The lovers belong to the period of the French 
Revolution and partake its perils. ‘The action of the piece commences 
just before the fall of the Bastille, and introduces Robespierre as a 
private man, in a coffee-room, resisting the insolence of a Duke 
Chartreux (Mr. Walter Lacy) and drawing attention to the state of 
public manners at that time. The Duke is a decided libertine, and 
more than ence opposed by Eugéne de Morny (Mr. Edmund Phelps), 
while in the act of pressing his attentions on the fair sex, without much 
regard either to the rank or the humble station of his victim. 
De Morny is secretary to Count D’Ostanges, whose daughter Hortense 
entertains for him a secret affection, but whom he is compelled to 
surrender to the profligate aristocrat. He suffers insult and dismissal. 
But time has in its bosom a coming vengeance for such wrongs. The 
Bastille having fallen, the humble secretary becomes the instrument of 
delivering from the dungeons of the Republic the imprisoned Duke, 
with the lady and her father. He is also a friend of Robéspierre, who 
connives at their escape on condition of the noble lady contracting a 
civil marriage with the Republican Eugéne. The relation of De Morny 
with his legal bride is embarrassing, but the young man respects the - 
delicacy of the lady’s position. Ultimately she discovers the Duke's 
real character and the fervency of De Morny’s love. The drama is 
elegantly written and excellently acted. It was eminently successful, 
and, as it is very interesting, may enjoy a prolonged run. 


THE FARM. 

It was a very near thing in the council-chamber of the Royal 
Agricultural Society, on Wednesday, when the question of the 1566 
place of meeting was discussed. It was understood that two of the 
committee of inspection thought differently on the claims of Ipswich 
and Bury St. Edmunds, and that the third was not very decided either 
way. Hoth their deputations spoke at great length ; and, as Norwich 
and Lynn had to be heard as well, the day was far spent before the 
voting began. It was then carried unanimously that the meeting 
should be held in Suffolk, and Lynn and Norwich received their 
congé. To the very last it was by no means quite certain how it 
would go. ‘The railway arguments were, perhaps, in favour of 
Ipswich, but Bury St. Edmunds was said to offer a piece of ground 
such as the society bas hardly ever had at its disposal before. The 
jealousy between the two places on the point has been quite as great 
as it was between Worcester and Hereford in 1862; but it has been 
set at rest at last, and Bury (which is the navel of the society’s dis- 
trict for the year) won by 21 votes to17. We shall miss more than 
ever now the loop-line from Chesterford, which was deserted and 
partly shovelled away not many years after it was made. 

Mr. Bowly’s sale was satisfactory. He has been always known 
as a superior judge, buying the best Bates blood, and keeping in 
mind the great milk characteristics, which have been so much neglected, 
and the “gcod natural blankets” which enable his cattle to set the 
severest weather at defiance. There was none of that fancy bidding 
and undue shooting of the average which consists in people with long

sold during the last months for 200 gs. and 220 gs. apiece ; whilst 
larger sums have been declined for others.” We have long ceased to 
give private prices ; and, of course, the report of these negotiations must 
be subject to qualification, although, perhaps, not to the same extent as 
in Scotland, where the luckpenny, especia'ly in Clydesdales, is swelling 
to fearful dimensions.

THE CHICHESTER AND MIDHURST RAILWAY. 


Tue Chichester and Midhurst Railway has nothing to do with the 
Mid-Sussex and Midhurst Junction Railway, a short line, the unfi- 
nished state of which, three years after the alowed for its com- 
sletion, was made the subject of some comments in the House of 
Cossmcns on Friday week. This is quite a separate undertaking, 
having been authorised by an Act of Parliament in the last Session, 
and its works were commenced on Saturday, the 22nd ult., with the 
ceremony of “ cutting the first turf,” shown in our present Illustration. 
The purpose of the line and its pro; extension to Haslemere is to 
establish railway communication between Chichester, Midhurst, and 
Haslemere, and the intervening vi of Mid-Lavant, Binderton, 
West Dean, Singleton, Cocking, Hi Lynce, and Farnham. It 
will start from a junction with the London, Brighton, and South Coast 
Railway at the west end of Chichester, and form junctions at Midhurst 


| with the Mid-Sussex and Midhurst Junction and the South-Weatern 


Railways, and with the Portsmouth direct line at Haslemere. It is ex- 
pected to develop a large trade in timber, chalk, lime, bricks, and tilcs, 
and will neg f accommodate a large district to a considerable extent 
now destitute of railway facilities. ‘This railway isa little more than 
twenty miles in length, and as it takes Singleton on its way, it will 
be a great benefit to those who attend Goodwood races, as the line is

| Mesers. Dierden and Buxton, the contractors, who have made most of 
| the lines in the distuict, and they have undertaken tg complete th 
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from Chichester to Midhurst in 
two years. The extension to 
Haslemere is not yet authorised 
by Parliament, the bill having 
only passed through the House of 
Commons and been read a first 
time in the Lords. The spot 
selected for turning the first turf 
was about two miles from the 
town of Midhurst. Lord Henry 
Gorecn Lennox had been invited 
to perform the ceremony. In 
order to cut the turf, he wielded 
not the ornamental implement of 
silver commonly paraded on these 
occasions, but a good useful spade, 
with a bright steel blade and 
a polished handle, and he took 
off his coat and dug lustily, 
much to the amusement ‘of the 
countrymen and navvies on the 
spot. The barrow was of the ordi- 
nary form, but highly finished and 
polished ; and his Lordship, having 
well filled it, trundled it smartly 
along to the end of a platform, shot 
the contents in a most workman- 
like manner, and brought back the 
barrow, looking a little the warmer 
for his exertion, amidst the hearty 
cheers of the very large gathering 
of farmers, landowners, and other 
inhabitants of the district. Amongst 
those present to witness the cere- 
mony were Messrs. W. F. Dobson 
(chairman), George Battock, John 
T. Pagan, Edward Woods (en- 
gineer), J. Widdicombe (secretary), 
Frederick Sperring, W. and H. P.

THE NEW SECRETARY TO 
THE TREASURY 
OF THE UNITED STATES, 
THE Hon. Hugh M‘Culloch, who 
was lately appointed by President 
Lincoln to the office of Secretary to 
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the Treasury, vacated by the re- 
tirement of Mr. Fessenden, is a 
native of Kennebunk, York County, 
in the State of Maine. He was 
educated for the legal a, 
and, in 1833, removed to Fort 
Wayne, in the State of Indiana, 
where he has resided above thirty 
years, filling at one time the office 
of Probate Judge. But he soon 
left the paths of legal practice and 
judicial promotion for the banking 
business, and became cashier of the 
Branch Bank of Indiana at Fort 
Wayne. He was subsequently 
made one of the Board of Control 
of the State Bank system of that 
State, and it is asserted by his 
friends that there was not one of 
the measures devised for the secu- 
rity and efficiency of that system 
but was inspired or shaped by his 
sound judgment and financial sa- 
gacity. He early established a 
reputation as a skilful and most 
reliable financier, which each suc- 
ceeding year enlarged ; and on the 
incorporation of the State Bank in 
Indianapolis, with its twenty 
branches, in 1855, he was made 
president under the most en- 
couraging auspices, and, despite 
the crash‘of 1857, gave a character 
to the banks of Indiana which 
made, unmistakably, a favourable 
impression on financial circles. 
When the office of Comptroller of 
the Ourrency was instituted, 
he was recommended for it 
with general unanimity, and 
the moneyed interests of the 
country felt that in his hands the 
conversion of the State banks into 
national institutions was entirely 
secure, This great financial revo- 
lution, by which the national cur- 
— is passing from under a 
divided, irregular State control 
to that of a national system which 
is to secure a uniform American 
currency, has been superintended 
by Mr. M‘Culloch. Already five 
hundred of these State creations 
have assumed the prefix of national 
banks, and the change is going 
on rapidly and healthfully. That 
much of this is due to the tact 
and masterly management of Mr. 
M‘Culloch those best qualified to 
judge will readily concede. Mr, 
M‘Culloch had agreed to take the 
0sition of president of the Fourth 
National Bank of New York, with 
its capital of 4,000,000 dols., organ- 
ised by a number of the leading 
men of that city, but they reluc- 
tantly released him on finding that

HOUSE OF LORDS.—Monpay. 

The Common Law Courts Fees Bill was read a second time. 

Some discussion ensued on the motion for the second reading of the Quali- 
fication of Offices Abolition Bill, but eventually the motion was rejected by 72 
to 49. The bill was consequently lost. 

THE MURDER OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN.—ADDR ESS TO THE CROWN. 

Earl RUSSELL moved an address to the Crown expressing the sorrow and 
indignation with which the House had heard of the assassination of Mr. 
Lincoln. He believed that the motion would receive the entire concurrence 
of their Lordships. Having stated that her M ajesty had written an autograph 
letter to Mrs. Lincoln condoling with her in her bereavement, the noble Earl 
observed that no such crime had been committed in modern times as the murder 
of the twice-elected President of the great American Republic, who had borne 
his honours meekly ; had displayed so much integrity, sincerity, and straight- 
forwardness, and had done so much to alleviate the miseries of war ; and who ap- 
peared disposed to follow up the success achieved by arms by a wise, conciliatory, 

nd generous policy towards the South. He was sure that there wasin this 
country a universal sympathy with the U nited States in their great depriva- 
tion, as well as a hope that the successor of Mr. Lincoln would follow the 
example of moderation set him by his predecessor. He trusted that the 
policy of neutrality which had been adopted by her Majesty’s Government in 
reference to the civil wa r, and the moderation which had characterised that 
of the United States towards this country, would continue; and that this 
special proceeding of Parliament would have the effect of convincing the 
people of America that every class in this country felt the deepest sympathy 
with them in the loss they had sustained. 

The moticn was seconded by the Earl of DERBY, whosaid that the House, in 
expressing its sorrow and indignation at the atrocious crime by which the 
United States had been deprived of its chief magistrate, only followed the 
universal sympathy which prevailed from one end of the country to the other ; 
and such an expression of feeling must prove a complete refutation of any idea 
or impression which might lurk in the mind of the people of the United States 
that any unfriendly feeling existed towards them on the part of any section of 
the people of England. For the crime which had been committed no pallia- 
tion could be offered, and, whatever difference of opinion there might be as to 
the respective rights of the North and the South, all must agree that it could 
not serve the cause of the South, It was, he thought, impossible to believe 
that the Confederate Government could in any way approve an act which was 
not only a crime but a blunder. He joined with Earl Russell in lamenting the 
lose of a man who had conducted the affairs of the United States amidst great 
difficulties with singular moderation and prudence, and who was bent on 
trying a system of conciliation. The death of such a man, and in sucha 
manner, was not only a subject of deep regret but also a serious misfortune to 
the country of which he was the chief, and it was to be hoped that his suc- 
cessor would see the wisdom of following out that conciliatory line of policy 
which there was every reason to believe the late President was preparing to 
inangurate when his valuable life was taken. 

After a few words from Lord Stratford de Redcliffe in favour of the motion, 
it was unanimously agreed to. 

There was an unusually large assemblage of peers, and the ladies’ gallery 
was occupied by many distinguished strangers. A considerable number of 
members of the other house were also present below the bar and in the smaller 
galleries, while the general gallery for strangers was filled to overflowing. 


HOUSE OF CO MMONS.—Monpay. 

The Chelsea Bridge Tolls Abolition Bill was, after a debate, read a second 
time by 27 votes to }4. 

The Waterworks Bill was read a second time and referred to a Select Com- 
mittee. 

The Land Debentures Bill, as amended, was considered and agreed to, and 
ordered to be read a third time. The Sewage Utilisation Bill passed through 
the same stage. 

Mr. Gibson moved the second reading of the Partnership Law Amendmert 
Bill, and explained that its object was to enable individuals to invest money 
in mercentile undertakings and private partnerships without the liability of 
partnership ; to enable firme to give employés an interest in a concern without 
the latter actually bec oming partners ; and to enable the widow and children 
of a deceased partner to teke a share of profits without risk. The bill was 
read a second tim e and ordered to be committed on Monday next. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer moved the re-committal of the Bank 
Notes lesue Bill. ‘The bill did not ask the adoption of any new principle 
beyond the Act of 1844. It was desirable, however, that the absorption of 
private issues should go on more rapidly than it did under that Act. It was, 
therefore, proposed that the issues should continue for a fixed term of yearson 
certain payments being made, after which Parliament would be free to deal 
with the subject. Nothing in the Act would, however, affect those banks 
which did not choose to avail themsel ves of its provisions. The House went 
into Committee, and was occupied for some time in the discussion of the 
varions clauses and amendments w hich were proposed. 

THE MURDER OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN.—ADDRESS TO THE CROWN. 

The orders of the day were postponed for the purpose of enabling the 
Government to propose an address to the Crown on the assassination of 
President Lincoln. ; 

fir G. Grey, having expressed his regret at the unavoidable absence of 
Lord Palmerston, obeerved that it was comparatively unimportant by whom 
the motion was made, because he felt confident that the address which he was 





about to move would mect with the cordial and unanimous assent of the 





House. When the news of the assassination of President Lincoln and of the 
attempt on the life of Mr. Secretary Seward reached this country, the first 
impreesion on the mind of every one was that the intelligence could not be 
true. But when the fact became fully known a feeling of deep sorrow, horror, 
and indignation pervaded the public mind, and the people of the United 
Kingdom felt as if some great calamity had befallen themselves. Whatever 
might be the conflicting opinions or sympathies of the public as between 
North and South, they had completely vanished in the presence of the great 
crime which all Europe now deplored. He was persuaded that this sentiment 
also animated every man in the Southern as well as in the Northern States. 
The American nation now mourned the loss of their trusted and chosen chief, 
struck down by the hand of an assassin at the mast eventful period of his 
country’s history. Just as it was hoped that the civil war was about to be 
brought to a close, all eyes were turned towards Mr. Lincoln, in the 
expectation that in the hour of victory he would have shown that forbearance 
and just consideration which would have added tenfold to the energy and 
ability by which he had prosecuted,the war. Unfortunately, the hand of an 
assassin had deprived bim of the opportunity of displaying his magnanimity ; 
but it was to be hoped that the good sense and right feeling of those on whom 
the arduous duty of conducting public affairs would devolve would lead them 
to act with the same wisdom and sagacity which there was reason to believe 
he would have exhibited had his life been spared to accomplish the pacifica- 
ticn of his country. Sir George Grey, who was frequently cheered throughout 
his speech, concluded as follows :—* Sir, I wish it were possible for us to con- 
vey to the — of the United States an adequate idea of the depth and 
universality of the feeling which this sad event has occasioned in this 
country. From the highest to the lowest there has been but one 
feeling entertained. Her Majesty's Minister at Washington will, ia 
obedience to the Queen's commands, convey to the Government of 
the United States an expression of the feelings of her Majesty and of 
her Majesty’s Government on this deplorable event. And her Majesty, 
with that tender consideration which she has always evinced for the sorrows 
and tufferings of others in whatever rank and station (hear, hear), has with 
her own hand written a letter to Mrs. Lincoln (hear, hear), conveying tia. 
hcortfelt sympathy of a widow to a widow (hear, hear) suffering from an over 

whelming calamity that has so suddenly come upon her (hear, hear), From 
every part of this country, and from every class of the community, one voic 

is now raised—a voice of abhorrence at the crime, and of sympathy and 
interest in that country which has this great loss to mourn. The British 
residents in the United States have met, as may have been expected, to express 
their feelings against the crime committed ; and we read that our British North 
American colonies are vieing with each other to give expression to the sams: 
s«ntimentsof sympathy. And not only is it from men of that race which iscon- 
nected with the inhabitants of the United States by the tie of origin, language, 
snd bleod that a feeling of this kind arises, but I believe that every country 
in Europe is giving expression to the same sentiments and sending them to 
the Government of the United States. But I am sure, therefore, I am no: 
wrong in anticipating that this House, in the name of the people of England, 
of the people of Scotland, and of the people of Ireland, will be anxious te 
record its expression of the same sentiments and feelings to the Gevernment 
of the United States. Of this I am confident, that this House could never 
more fully and never more adequately represent the feelings of the people of 
this United Kingdom than by agreeing to the address which it is now, Sir, 
my duty to move, expressing to her Majesty our sorrow and indignation at the 
ascassination of the President of the United States and praying her Majesty, 
in conveying her own sentiments to the Government of that country upoa 
this deplorable event, that she will express at the same time upon the part of 
this House their abhorrence of the crime and their sympathy with the Govern- 
ment and the people of the United States in the deep affliction into which they 
bave been plunged.” (Loud cheers from all parts of the house.) 

Mr. DISRAELI: “ Sir, there are rare instances when the sympathy of a 
nation approaches those tender feelings that, generally speaking, are supposed 
to be peculiar to the individual, and to form the happy privilege of private 
life, and I think this is one of them (Hear, hear). Under all circumstances 
we should have bewailed the catastrophe at Washington ; under all circum- 
stances we should have shuddered at the means by which it was acocom- 
plished, But in the character of the victim, and in the very accessories of 
his almost latest moments, there is something so homely and so innocent hat 
it takes the subject, as it were, out of the pomp of history and out of the cere- 
monial of diplomacy. It touches the heart of nations, and appeals to the 
domestic sentiments of mankind (Hear, hear). Sir, whatever may be the 
various and varying opinions of this House and the country generally of the 
policy of the late President of the United States, of this, I think, alt 
must be agreed, that in a trial which, perhaps more than any other, 
tested the moral quality of the man he performed his duty with simplicity 
and etrength (Hear, hear). Nor is it possible for the people of England 
to forget at this moment that he sprang from the same fatherland, and spoke 
the seme mother tongue (Hear, hear). When crimes of this character are 
perpetrated the public mind is apt to fall into gloom and perplexity, and that 
bas arisen because it is as ignorant of the causes as it is of the consequences 
of such an act. But it is our part, I think, to reassure them under any un- 
reasoning panic or despomdency (Hear, hear). Assassination has never 
changed the history of the world, I will not refer to instances of remote 
antiquity, although an accident has made the most memorable example of 
those times familiar at this moment to the mind and m of most 
gentlemen present. But even the costly sacrifice of a Cesar did not pro- 
pitiate the inevitable destiny of his country. But in more modern times, 
the people of which were animated and influenced by the same in- 
terests as ourselves, the violent deaths of two heroic men, Henry IV. of 
France and the Prince of Orange, are conspicuous illustrations of this great 
truth. Therefore at this moment, while I second the address to the 
Crown, and express upon my own part, and I hope on the part of every 
member of the house, feelings of unaffected and profound sympathy with the 
citizens of the United States at the untimely end of their elected chief, I 
would not sanction any sentiment of depression. I would rather take this 
opportunity of expressing my fervent hope that from these awful years of 
trial the variens populations of North America may come out clevated, 
chastened, rich in that accumulative wisdom, and strong in that disciplined 
energy which a young nation can only acquire in a protracted and perilous 
struggle. Then will be open to them again, not merely the same course ef 
power and prosperity which they have heretofore pursued, but they will 
pursue t).at course of power and prosperity for the general happiness of maa- 
kind (Hear, hear). It is with these feelings, Sir, that I now second the address 
to the Crown.” (Loud and general cheering.) 

The motion was then put by the Speaker, and carried unanimously.

THE INDIAN ARMY, 

Captein JERVIS called attention to the petitions ted to the House by 
the officers of the late Indian armies, and moved that a humble address b> 
presented to her Majesty, praying her to redress all such grievances complained 
of by them as were admitted by the Commission on the Memorials of Indian 
Officers to have arisen by a departure from the assurances given by Parliameat 
by the Act 21 and 22 of the Queen. 

The motion was seconded by Lord ELOHO, 

é Sir C. Woop defended the military administration of India at great length, 
and tended that the lg tion of the Queen's and the Capone’ forces 
had been carried out upon equitable principles—that promotion had been 
accelerated, and pay augmented, and officers and men placed in a 
greatly-improved position. ‘i hese changes had, he said, involved the expendi- 
ture of a quarter of a million sterling. The right hon. gentleman also 
canvareed the merits of the particular cases referred to by the mover, and 
asecrted that in some of them no grounds for complaint existed, that in others 
it was impossible that a grievance could arise, and that in othors 
where any grievance, or supposed grievance, did exist, it had been remedicd 
by the measures of the Government. He denicd, on the authority of tho 
ccurts of law, in two reported cases, that there had been a departure from ths 
ascurances given by Parliament, and submitted that neither legally nor 
equitably bad the petitioners any substantial cause of complaint. 

Colonel SYKES supported the motion ; and after some observations, also in 
its favour, from Mr. Smollett, the House divided, and the motion was carriod 
by 49 to 36,

THE ASSASSINATION OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN, 

Viscount SYDNEY, as Lord Chamberlain, made known to their Lordships

“Tentirely participate in the sentiments which you have expressed in your 
address to me on the assassination of the President of the United States. I 
have given ‘directions to my Minister at Washington to make known to the 
Government of that country the feelings which you have entertained in con- 
nection with myself and my whole people with regard to this deplorable 
event.”

THE TEA DUTY, 

The House having gone into Committee of Ways and Means, the CHAn- 
CELLOR of the EXCHEQUER moved the following resolution, “‘ That, towards 
raising the supply granted to her Majesty, in lieu of the duties of Customs 
charged vpon tea, the following duties of Customs shall, on and after the 6th 













of May, 1865, until the Ist of August, 1866, be charged thereon on importation 
into Great Britain and Ireland—viz., sixpence per pound. 
Mr. MOFFATT moved as an amendment that the words “ Ist day of June” 


be substituted for the “ éth of May. 

Mr. CAVE seconded the amendment. 
The CHANCE! LOR of the EXCHEQUER said that for the last twenty years 
such a principle had not been adopted when it was proposed to make 
financial changes, and no reason had been shown for departing from that 
principle. He therefore objected to any departure from the ordinary mode of 
dealing with matters of this kind, but suggested, as a means of meeting the 
wishes of hon. members, that all dates should be struck out of the resolution, 
and the special ground on which the House had granted the delay should be 
inserted, and that it should be done in the following terms :—* That, in con- 
sideration of the expectations spesially founded on the declarations of the 
Government, in 1863, in reepect of the tea duty, such reduction should be 
postponed until the let of June.” 

Mr. MOFFATT aseented to this resolution. 

In the course of a discustion which 
more raised the question of the malt duty by 
tea duty. He contended that the consumers 
entitied to relief as the consumers of tea. He also drew attention to the fact 
that the greater portion of the beer drunk in this country was not sold in 
barrela, but over the counter in small quantities, He asserted that the duty 
on malt was higher than the duty on tea; and if on the ground of high daty 
a reduction of taxation was to be made, then he submitted that malt had the 
prior claim to consideration.

The report of the Lords’ Committee on the Edmunds scandal

which he resigned his offices, The pecuniary matters subsisting between the 
Brougham family and himeelf are also gone into, and Lord Brougham is com- 

letely exonerated from all connection, directly or indirectly, with Mr. 
Pamunds salary or his defaications. With regard to the Lord Chancellor, 
the Committee say they cannot concur in the view the Lord Chaacellor took of 
his duty in withholding from the Committee that decided on the pension 
official knowledge of Mr. Edmunds’s misconduct, deeming that it was his 
public duty to have done so; but they add that they have no reason to believe 
that his Lordship was influenced by any unworthy motives. A more sevore 
censure stood in the original report, but that was rejected in favour of the 
milder form by a majority of one—all the Liberals voting on one side, and all 
the Conset vatives on the other. 


We have received a letter from one of the officers of the 
British naval squadron engaged in the conflict of the 5th of September, in the 
Strait of Simonosaki, some Illustrations of which, from the pencil of our 
Special Artist in Japan, were engraved in this Paper a few menthe ago. The 
exactness of bis sketch is acknowledged, but we are desired to correct one or 
two particulars in the narrative which accompanied our Engraving. The 
capture of the Maita Mura, or Lower Battery, by Captain Augustas Kingston, 
of the Perseus, with Lieutenant Francis Pitt, Sub-Lieutenant A. H. Phonde. 
Mr. Charles Cochrane (gunner), and twenty seamen and marines under his 
command, was not by an unopposed assault, nor did they find the battery 
already abandoned by the Japanese. They received, while mounting the 
parapet, a volley of musketry from the enemy in the rear of the battery, and 
a continual fire of musketry : 
time the Englishmen remained in the battery, which was avout a quarter of 
an hour. In that time, it being then dark, Captain Kingston's party enc- 
ceeded in spiking the fourteen guns, removing the shell«, shot, and cartridges 
of the enemy, and blowing up the magazine; having done which, they 


returned to their boats, and then to the ship, without losing a man. The 
whole fleet cheered them on their return. Had not this service been a0 effex 
trally performed, the battery would have opened fire next morning upon the

YATIONAL SPORTS. 

WHat with dust, which “made the pigeon pies gritty and the salad 
sandy,” and wind, and a legion of the Cambridgeshire and Suffolk 
Bashi-bazouks, who thundered over the iron-bound turf reckless of 
life and limb, pedestrians especially had a poor time of it at New- 
market on Tuesday. Such a crowd never met on the Heath before. 
The favourites were fairly mobbed at the post, and delayed nearly 
half an hour; and when the eighteen did get off they ran the last 
half mile through extempore “cords” of carriages and equestrians. 
The race was worthy of the assembly, and there has never been such 
a bowling-over of favourites. It was thought a great thing in '29 
that the eight Ascot Cup horses should have had 24,000 gs. paid or 
refused for them, whereas in this race there were two for which at 
least £12,000 had been paid as three-year-olds, as well as a 930-guinea, 
an 800-guinea, and a 3000-guinea (“repurchased”) yearling. The 
French party have had strong favourites three successive years 
for this race, and Gladiateur succeeded where Hospodar and Fille de 
L'Air had failed. In fact, he quite commanded his horses from 
The Bushes, and, defeating “the Aldcroft rush” en Archimedes, won 
the £5100 by a neck. He had been highly tried with Fille de 
l'Air; but the market uncertainty which always seems to hover round 
the French stable prevented the public taking to him kindly. The 
reported trial of Archimedes with Cambuscan, who gave a stone and 
won by a neck, was, seemingly, good enough for any Two Thousand ; 
but the colt is looked upon as rather delicate and uncertain. 

The hitherto-unbeaten Liddington’s position, a neck behind him, 
coupled with the certainty, on the part of the stable, that he does not 
care for much more than a mile, proves ‘hat Mr. Merry behaved most 
chivalrously and wisely in scratching him for the Derby; and, to the de- 
light of all, the little black Zambesi, who is fully a hand and a half 
less, was at his shoulder when he finished. Argonaut must be in 
first-rate form to try a horse, as in eight days he has won three high- 
class races — disposing of Gemma, Catalogue, and Tomato on 
Wednesday ; but, either from hard ground or some other cause, his 
stable-mate, Bedminster, was only seventh, and behind Zambesi again, 
as at Doncaster. Ariel and Rifle proved the Whitewall Derby lot to 
be as weak as it has been generally thought; but, though ‘ieteated 
nearly two lengths from the winner, Breadalbane ran very well for a 
green, maiden horse, and not quite fit. Lytham’s defeat of Warrior 
shows that Borealis, Breadalbane’s trial mare, must be in form; and 
with another steady month of preparation Blair Athol’s brother ma 
be heard of more favourably, with the other “ B,” when the “ 
rose ” jackets of Lincolnshire face “ the great go,” at Epsom. 

His fall was nothing to Kangaroo’s, as, after cleaning out ten or 
twelve Derby horses in The Biennial, the bay was as thoroughly beaten 
as any one of the fourteen “ Derbyites ” behind Gladiateur. By trying 
him collaterally with Wild Charley through Ackworth, the Danebury 
stable thought it almost a certainty for this and the Derby as well ; 
but all the Koonig calculations are knocked over by the fact that 
Zambesi, who was just as good as the Duke of Beaufort’s horse last 
year, now quits Kangaroo (who had beaten Koenig in a canter for 


The Biennial) half way down the hill. It looks as if the 
three-year-olds were not a great lot, although many have 
had such good four-year-olds to try them. Gladiateur and 


Archimedes “ with a start,” are leading in the Derby betting, with 
Wild Charley third ; and the public still persist in keeping Breadalbane 
ahead of Broomiclaw, despite “ the three lengths.” Chattanooga was 
a corpse at 50 to 1 the night before, and the hard ground is the 
ostensible cause of this smart, clever colt—roarer or no roarer—stopping 
in his stable. The party are very quiet about The Duke, (who is 
matched for £1000, 250 ft. against Archimedes over the Rowiey Mile 
in the Houghton Meeting) and it is difficult to see how they 
can sever him from Liddington ; and there is an ominous lull about 
Longdown, who finished level with Gladiateur in the Prendergast. 
The Duke of | Peaufort’'s Siberia, the winner of the One Thousand, is 
in the Derby, Oaks, and St. Leger. Lord Zetland has carried his 
motion to enforce jockeys riding for masters according to their 
respective claims of priority, by 11 to7; the Queen’s Plate course is 
not to be changed ; the July Meeting is to keep its fourth day; sires 
and mares are not to be termed “untried” if their stock has won 
abroad; and Colonel H. Baillie has been elected a member of the 
Jockey Club, which has voted £150 towards the enlargement of the 
parish church at Newmarket. 

Yarra-Yarra, the dam of Kangaroo, has reached Mr. Blenkiron, 
whose paddock produced six winners in three meetings last month. 
She had been put up at araffle and sold by the winner for four sove- 
reigns, and a Dundee foal may date from the day of her arrival at her 
old quarters, where she became a cull in consequence of her “ three- 
cornered ” looks. 

“The Lawn” was used last Saturday, for positively the last time, 
on the occasion of the sale of Mr. Villebois's hounds and hunters. 
break was drawn up under the tree, and a large number of 
masters of hounds, horsedealers, and huntsmen and whips in place 
and out, held quite a pleasant congress in the heart of the great city.

MARRIAGE GIFTS FROM NORTH-WESTERN INDIA TO 
THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES. 


Sir Ropert MontcomeERy, late the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Punjaub, waited upon the Prince and Princess of Wales, at Marl- 
borough House, on March 28, immediately after his return to England, 
and presented to their Royal Highnesses a number of splendid jewels, 
pieces of plate, and other costly and beautiful articles, which he had 
been requested to bring hither as gifts from the princes, nobles, and 
people of several provinces in North-western India upon the occasion 
of their Royal Highnesses’ most happy marriage. The Illustration 
which appears on our next page represents a few of these articles, 





which had been arranged with great taste and skill by 
Mesers. R. and §S. Garrard, jewellers to her Majesty aad 
their Royal Highnesses. They may be distinguished in the 


Engraving by the numbers ae age affixed to each figure. 
No. 1is a shield of very handsome workmanship, with four large 
diamond bosses in the centre, given by the European and native inhabi- 
tants of the Punjaub. It was considered that ashield would be a fit em- 
blem of the Punjaub, as the Punjaub is a frontier province and its army 
holds the gates of India. No. 2, which comes from the same donors, 
is a carved Delhi box, mounted with ivory-paintings of the principal 
buildings in the Punjaub. No. 3 is a richly-chased solid gold service 
of Cashmere workmanship; and this likewise is a present from the 
Evropean and native inhabitants of the Punjaub. No. 4 is a sword, of 
Oriental fashion, set with diamonds, rubies, and emeralds, and furnished 
with gold trappings studded with diamonds. This is a gift to the Prince 
of Wales from the Rajah of Kuppoortulla (whose portrait, with a 
brief memoir of his loyal services to the British Government at the 
time of the mutiny of 1857, was published in the ILLUSTRATED 
Lonpon News of Dec. 17 last year, upon the occasion of his being 
invested by Sir John Lawrence, at ore, with the order of the Star 
of India), This Rajah, Randhir Singh Bahadoor, who led a 
well-equipped force of Sikhs to the assistance of our arm 
in Oude, just after the capture of Delhi, understands the Engli 
language, and is one of the most valued friends of our Govern- 
ment. He has sent, besides the sword, two exquisite 
and diamond necklaces, with large emerald drops, pendent (No, 7 
in our Engraving), for her Royal Highness; with a pair of 
emerald, pearl, and diamond bracelets; and a pair of large emerald 
drop earrings, set with pearls, No.5 in our selection consists of a 
pearl necklace, with large emerald drops ; and a pair of pearl bracelets 
with emerald and diamond snaps, the gifts of the Maharajah of 
Putteala. No. 6 is a pearl festoon necklace, containing seven rows of 
‘arls, with emerald and diamond pendants, given by the Rajah of 
heend ; who has sent, also, a collar necklace of pearla, emeralds, and 
diamonds, No.7 is already described. In addition to these articles, 
which are shown in our Engraving, several other gifts were brought 
to their Royal Highnesses by Sir Robert Montgomery from some of 
the native chiefs whom we have not yet named, e Maharajah 
of Cashmere sent a handsome assortment of shawls and various 
kinds of cloth of the exquisite manufacture of that country. The 
Rajah of Nabha sent a oa a as sevea 
rows of ls; and a pair of pearl bracelets, wi iamond snapa, 
each bracelet having seven rows. The Rajah of Fureedkot sent a pair 
of diamond enamelled bangles, richly worked. Such are the tokens of 
loyal affection which the son and daughter of Queen Victoria have 
received from the gorgeous East. 


PRESENTATION OF COLOURS TO THE 37ta (NORTH 
HAMPSHIRE) REGIMENT. 


A NEw set of colours was presented by the Secretary of State for War, 
Earl De Grey and Ripon, to the 37th (North Hampshire) Regiment 
of the Line, at Dover, on Thursday week. We give an Illustration of 
the ceremony, which took place on the ground between the citadel 
and the Archcliff Fort. On his Lordship’s arrival he was received by 
Lieutenant-General the Hon. A. A. Dalzell, C.B., and Staff; Briga- 
dier-General Ellice, C.B., and Staff ; Colonel Fielding Marriott, R.A. ; 
and General Taylor. The regiment, which was drawa up in line, gave 


a general salute, After the. inspection of the line the ceremony of

wards expressed his gratification at having been calledon to present them 
to so distinguished a regiment as the 37th, because the past history of 
the old colours must remind everyone that the regiment was worthy to 
possess them. Having touched upon the services of the regiment 
from the time it was raised, in 1702, and their glorious achievements, 
which had won the words “ Minden,” “ Tournay,” and “ Peninsula” 
upon their colours, his Lordship concluded as follows :—“ Thirty- 
seventh, see that these colours are never tarnished while they are in 
your keeping. Take care that when they are unfurled in the morning of 
any future battle they may be so carried as that when they are furled

The old and tattered colours, 
which were presented to the 37th by General the Hon. Sir A. Duff, 
G.C.B., at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, on the 12th of July, 1843, are to be 
deposited in All Saints’ Church, Aldershott. where it is intended to erect 
a beautifully-designed stained-glass window to the memory of the 
officers and men who died or were killed while serving under the old

GOVERNOR'S ISLAND AND FORT, NEW YORK 
HARBOUR. 


Iw the last number of our Journal was a View of the new fort erected, 
near Sandy Hook, at the entrance to the Bay of New York. We 
now give a view of the fortifications upon Governor's Island, which 
lies within the bay, at the entrance to the East River, or Sound, 
between Long Island and the mainland. Fort Columbus, Castle 
Williams, and the South Battery, are the names of the principal mili- 
tary structures upon Governor's Island. The Bay of New York is 
about eight miles wide and long, and has sufficient anchorage for all 
the navies of the world to ride with safety in it. The defences of the 
inner harbour are considered quite impregnable, and they have been 
made even stronger by the works lately completed, of which the new 
fort at Sandy Hook is an example.

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THE NEW PRESIDENT OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Mr. ANDREW JOHNSON, who was 
lately elected Vice-President of the 
United States, and who has suc- 
ceeded to the presidency upon the 
death of Mr. Lincoln, was born in 
Raleigh, North Carolina, Dec. 29, 
1808, When he was four years of 
age he lost his father, who died 
from the effect of exertions to save 
a friend from drowning. At the 
age of ten he was apprenticed to a 
tailor in his native city, with whom 
he served seven years, His mother 
was unable to afford him any edu- 
cational advantages, and he never 
attended school a day in his life, 
While learning his trade, however, 
he resolved to make an effort to 
educate himself. His anxiety to 
be able to read was particularly 
excited by an incident which is 
worthy of mention. A gentleman 
of Raleigh was in the habit of 
going into the tailors shop and 
reading while the apprentice and 
journeymen were at work, He 
was an excellent reader, and 
his favourite book was a vo- 
lume of speeches, principally of 
British statesmen. Johnson became 
interested, and his first ambition 
was to equal him as a reader and 
become familiar with those speeches, 
He took up the alphabet without 
an instructor; but, by applying to 
the journeymen with whom he 
worked, he obtained a little assist- 
ance. Having acquired a krow- 
ledge of the letters, he applied for 
a loan of the book which he had 
so often heard read. The owner 
made him a present of it and gave 
him some instruction on the use of 
letters in the formation of words. 
Thus, his first exercises in spelling 
were in that book. By perseverance 
he soon learned to read; and the 
hours which he devoted to his edu- 
cation were at night, after he had 
finished his daily labour upon the 
shopboard. He now applied him- 
self to books from two to three 
hours every night, after working 
from ten to twelve hours at his 
trade. Having completed his ap- 
eagenceen ye in the autumn of 1824, 
1e went to Laurens Courthouse, 
South Carolina, where he worked 
as a journeyman for nearly two 
years. While there be became en- 
gaged to be married, but the match 
was broken off by the violent op- 
position of the girl's mother and 
friends, the ground of objection 
being Mr. Johnson's youth and the 
want of pecuniary means. In May, 
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1826, he returned to Raleigh, where 
he procured journey-work, and re- 
mained until September. He then 
set out to seek his fortune in the 
West, carrying with him his mother, 
who was dependent upon him for 
support. He stopped at Greenville, 
Tennessee, and commenced work 
a8 @ journeyman. He remained 
there about twelve months, married, 
and soon afterwards went still 
further westward, but, failing to find 
a suitable place to settle, he returned 
to Greenville and commenced busi- 
ness. Up to this time his education 
was limited to reading, as he 
had never had an opportunity 
of learning to write or cipher; 
but under the instructions of his 
wife he learned these and other 
accomplishments. The only time, 
however, he could devote to them 
was in the dead of the night. The 
first office which he ever held was 
that of alderman of the village, to 
which he was elected in 1828. He 
was re-elected to the same position 
in 1829, and again in 1830. In 
that year he was chosen Mayor, 
which position he held three 
years. In 1835 he was elected to 
the Legislature. In the Session of 
that year he took decided ground 
inst a scheme of internal im- 
vements, which he contended 
would not only prove a failure, but 
entail upon the State a burdensome 
( . The measure was popular. 
however, and at the next election 
(1837) he was defeated. He became 
a candidate again in 1839, By 
this time many of the evils he had 
predicted were fully demonstrated, 
and he was elected by a large 
ty. In 1840 he served as 
ntial elector for the State 
rge on the Democratic 













t He canvassed a large 
portion of the State, meeting upon 
this tour several of the leading 
Whig orators. In 1841 he was 
‘ lected to the State Senate. In 18438 
he waselected toCongress, where, by 
successive elections, he served until 
1853. During this period of ser- 
vice he was conspicuous and active 
n advocating the bill for refunding 
the fine imposed upon General 
Jackson at New Orleans in 1815, 
the annexation of Texas, the tariff 
of 1846, the war measures of Mr. 
’olk’s Administration, and a home- 
stead bill. In 1853 he was elected 
Governor of Tennessee after an 
exciting canvas. He was re-elected 
in 1855, after another active con- 
test. At the expiration of his 
second period as Governor. in 1857, 
he was elected United States Se-

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THE LATE CZAREWITCS, 

OR IMPERIAL CROWN PRINCE OF RUSSIA. 
A BRIEF memoir of the Heredi Grand Duke 
Nicholas Alexandrowitch, or the witch, as 
the eldest son and heir of the Emperor of Russia 
is usually styled, has already appeared amongst 
the obituary notices in this Journal.

SKETCHES OF THE WAR IN 
BHOOTAN. 


WE published last week a view of the Bala 
Pass, near Buxa Dooars, in Bhootan, where the 
stockades, or wooden forts, of the enemy were 
assaulted and captured, on the 15th of February, 
by a force of Bengal native infantry, with the 
aid of one or two Armstrong guns, under the 
command of Brigadier-Generai Tytler, as we 
have already narrated. We now give two 
further Illustrations of this campaign, from the 
sketches with which we have been favoured by 
Captain Warren, R.A. One of them shows the 
interior of the principal stockade after the 
fight of the 15th of February. This structure 
of massive timber, furnished with galleries and 
turrets whence the garrison may shoot at their 
ye | foe, reminds us of the descriptions 
of the sort of scaffolding which was some- 
times used by warriors of the Middle Ages in 
order to protect themselves when encam 
before a beleaguered city, The other Ifus- 
tration consists of the figures of some of the 
native warriors of the country, respecting whom 
Captain Warren says, “ The Bhooteahs fighting 
against us are of two classes—the regularly en- 
rolled soldier and the armed villager. The 
former is generally clad in red and is armed 
with matchlock, shield, and sword ; he has often 
an iron or brass helmet, and is a tall, fine-made, 
muscular man. The armed vi r carries bow 
and arrows; he does the manual labour of 
making stockades and felling wood; he is a 
powerfully-made man though not so much so as 
the soldier. The Bhooteah, far from being a 
coward, has proved himself a brave, cool man. 
The coolness he exhibits under an artillery fire 
has called out our own men’s admiration ; and 
when it is remembered that he only owns 
matchlock, bow and arrows, or a catapult, 
and that with these he stands stoutly to his 
works, facing Armstrong shells, mortars, and 
the improved musket, he deserves a full meed 
of praise. The Booteahs muster pretty strong, 
but more than one half fight with bows and 
arrows and stones only ; and let it be remarked 
that a heap of stones coming down the hill 
while you are going up is a particularly disagree- 
able greeting. The poison in the arrows is 
quite innocuous ; but they can send these with
